million of these ultim ately go to the Dead Letter 
office. 
If there is such a loss in the postoffice de­ 
partm ent through carelessness, it is difficult to 
imagine w hat vast sums can be charged up 
against this besq tting sin of practically every in­ 
dividual. 
M aterial loss through carelessness m ight be 
estim ated, but w hat of the irreparable loss which 
affects the destiny of lives and souls?

stom ach, common to m an and 
beast, which aches in the su­ 
preme m om ents of life, as when 
the dam loses her y oung ones, or 
the wild horse is lassoed).”

blinds of the cham ber th a t looks 
out on the waters and towards 
the western sun . . . Lay him in 
his own bed, and let him sleep 
off his aches and weariness. So 
comes down another night over 
this household, unbroken by any 
messenger of evil tidings, — a 
night of peaceful rest and grate­ 
ful thoughts; for this our son 
and brother was dead and is 
alive again, and was lost and is 
found.” 


The above is q uoted from “My 
H unt After the C aptain,” which 
was first published in The A t­ 
lantic M onthly in the 18 60’s. 
It was referred to in newspa­ 
pers a few y ears ago when Jus­ 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes re­ 
tired from the United States Su­ 
preme Court, and is one of the 
truest and finest articles ever 
w ritten by the elder Holmes. 


We can read the thoughts of 
the father as recorded by him ­ 
self. W hat m ust have been the 
thoughts of the son! And w hat 
are they now, the thoughts of a 
m an nearing the century mark, 
as he reads, perchance, “The 
Last Leaf,” w ritten by his fa­ 
ther who in the long ago hunted 
for his “C aptain.” 


Captain Holmes was a soldier 
in the Union army at the battle 
of Antietam . 
The father, Dr. 
Holmes, begins his story : 
“In the dead of the night 
which closed upon the bloody 
field of Antietam , my household 
was startled from its slumbers 
by the loud summons of a tele­ 
graphic messenger . . .”

The nex t morning; in company 
with a neighbor whose son was 
also wounded, the father board­ 
ed a train to start his search for 
“The C aptain.” 


This review of an event from 
the lives of two of America’s 
great and good men seems not 
inappropriate at this Easter sea­ 
son. 
The Son came to show us the 
F ather and to put us in the rela­ 
tionship of children to Him. 
He shows us the path th a t is 
as the shining light th a t shin- 
eth more and more unto the per­ 
fect day .
